Some 130,000 high school seniors, when asked to compose a 
short essay on the topic of the open mind as part of the annual 
College Board’s English Achievement Test, produced widely 
varying and somewhat surprising and definite reactions. 

alarmed by the changing moral 
standards. They are not yet 
reconciled to the rising of the 
ladles’ hemlines and the "top¬ 
less” look. 

ACCORDING to die vast 
majority of students, the low¬ 
ering of moral standards is 
viewed as completely unaccep¬ 
table. This moralistic attitude 
Is somewhat revealing. 

This far-reaching conser¬ 
vatism is applied not only to die 
moral situation but also to the 
political arena. Extremists in 
any form, left or right, seem 
to be on the way out. This 
conservatism, this adverse re¬ 
action to the liberal position, 
seems to be based more on 
wispy fears than on the sound

Affords 


Grad Program 
Increased Opportunities 


With an enrollment of slightly over 3,100, the University 
has an increase of 11 to 12 percent over last year. Of this num¬ 
ber 1,400 are freshmen. Alumni are astonished by the number 
of new students and new buildings on campus. 

THE INCREASE in enrollment is due partly to the fact that 
attending college is considered, not only the vogue, but an ab¬ 
solute necessity by the majority of America’s middle class. Of 
course the buildings ar^ necessary to provide classroom and 
housing accommodations for the greater number of students. 

THESE enrollment figures do not include the as yet un¬ 
registered students in the new Graduate School of Education 
who will represent a comparatively smaU, yet highly impor¬ 
tant, element of UTM’s academic realm. The graduate program 
will Insure an element of quality to go along with the quantity 
of Increased enrollment. 

However, this is not to say that the increase in enrollment 
necessarily means a decrease In quality. Most freshmen are 
already, or will develop into conscientious students with a de¬ 
sire to learn. Nevertheless, mass enrollment and new buildings, 
especially new dormitories, do not make a university great. 

THE GRADUATE School of Education will afford teachers an 
opportunity to continue their education and profession simul¬ 
taneously since the courses wiU be taught at might. Enrollment 
In this or any graduate education program during a time of 
nation-wide teacher’s strikes should be of interest to the gen¬ 
eral public as well as to educators. It goes without saying that 
the future of education depends upon educators.

February 3, April 6, and July 
6, 1968. The tests wiU be giv¬ 
en at nearly 500 locations 
throughout the United States, 
ETS said.

tors in the selection of new 
teachers and by several 
states for certification or li¬ 
censing of teachers.

rlbly Ill-Informed. Their 
knowledge of the Communist 
theory appears to be almost 
non-existent. 

Opposition to civil rights 
has diminished to an extent. 
Even In the deep South the 
prevailing attitude Is one of 
resigned acceptance. Officials 
noted the absence of “hate” 
papers which have been so com¬ 
mon In the past several years. 

WITH A knowledge of 
American history that Is only 
superficial at best, the knowl¬ 
edge of histories of other lands 
Is, at best, poor Indeed. They 
seem to have only a vague Im¬ 


pression of chronology and 
culture. 

However, In the area of 
current events, the knowledge 
appears to be somewhat better 
and more detailed. Comprehen¬ 
sion is low, and thoughtful 
solutions are seldom offered. 

A degree of narrow-mind¬ 
edness Is obviously evident. One 
student wrote, “My opinions 
may not be the best, but at 
least they are mine.” In a 
sense, this narrow-mindedness 
is being equated with a degree 
of Individualism, 

Reading, outside of class, 
Is abnormally low, and com¬ 
prehension Is even worse. With 
the exception of the standard 
classics read by most of the 
high schools, reading is almost 
non-existent for a majority. 

A CRY FOR more discip¬ 
line rather than less seems to 
be evident. Many look to their 
parents and elders for 
examples, and too often these 
examples are poor at best. 
Convictions and values are 
eagerly sought but not easily 
found. One young man stated, 
“My mother wears textured 
stockings and mini-skirts, and 
my dad sports a six-foot muf-
